F A W C E T T A N D T O K E L Y . 
John Fawcett, the stricktest and best stage manager 
Fovent Garden theatre ever boaeted, gave Tokely some 
good advice on the subject of drink. 
Tokely was an 
excellent comeditin, and coaid he have conquered his 
bibulous propensities, must have reached a lofty emi­ 
nence ; but he sunk beneath the vice, and added one 
more name to the long, long list of men of mind who 
have yielded to the triumphs of rum. 
Fawcett admir­ 
ed his talent, and did bis best to wean liim from bis 
practices, but in vain. 
Tskely came drunk to rehear­ 
sal more than once, and Fawcett, irritated at his cen- 
duct, spoke him thus 
“ Wiiat a beast you must be, 
10 swill in this way, so early in the morning ! 
Look at 
yourself, and if the liquor has not drowned every feel­ 
ing of shame, blush while I draw your picture. 
Un­ 
washed hands and ftce,— a long beard,— fiiul linen, and 
dkty boots,—a fiery and loathsome breath,— an un­ 
steady gait,— and the countenance of an idiot. 
You 
have become ep object of pity to your friends, of de­ 
rision to your enemies, of nnunyance to your manager, 
a curse to your family, and a disgrace to the profession 
you otherwise might honor. 
Tliis is what you gain for 
a momentary gratification. 
If you must drink,—and 
nothing seems able to stop you,—at least get drunk 
like a gentleman, and never drink till you have dined.” 
Tokely was too blue to remember any thing of this 
sermon upon temperance but the lust line. 
The next 
morning he was called to rehearsal at ten o'clock.— 
He reeled in from the gin shop, and stood belore Fuxv- 
eett, most obviously swipesy. 
The manager shook his 
head, more in sorrow than in anger ; but Tokely, cock­ 
ing his hat, and buttoning up his coat, in all the seem­ 
ing confidence of right, said, with many hiccoughs :—
